Last Roundup 


Leftovers from our Saratoga notebook: 


Searcely anyone questioned the exem- 
plary motives of the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany board of directors, which shortly be- 
fore the sales announced a new policy 
requiring consignors selling without re- 
serve to declare same, but not everyone 
agreed with the wisdom of the action. 

The new policy was suggested to the 
board by John W. Hanes, one of the firm’s 
major stockholders, who on August 4, less 
than a week before the sales, wrote presi- 
dent Humphrey S. Finney that “something 
has got to be done to restore the confi- 
dence in the integrity of our sales.” (What 
Hanes obviously feared, though he needn’t 
have. was public reaction to a well pub- 
licized case of by-bidding at Keeneland). 

Hanes felt that the firm should assert 
leadership “in establishing a code of fair 
practices for our auction sales,” and he 
proposed that the board take one of 3 
steps: adopt the English system of re- 
serve bidding. publish the names of un- 
derbidders as well as those of buyers, or 
require consignors to agree in writing 
that they would neither bid on their own 
horses nor ask others to bid in their be- 
half. 

The board’s action, a result of this 
letter, rejected the English system and 
compromised on the other 2 suggestions, 
giving each consignor an opportunity to 
state publicly that he was selling without 
reserve, although not forcing him to do 
so, and keeping a record of the contend- 
ing bidders. 

Auctioneer Laddie Dance and announcer 
John Finney made note of the underbid- 
ders, and their record was available to 
the press and to any buyer who wished 
to know whose money he had been bidding 
against. 

Those consignors who questioned the 
board’s action felt that such a_ policy 
statement, besides impugning consignors’ 
basic honesty, recalled misdeeds better 
left forgotten, especially at this critical 
time immediately before a major sale. 
Others felt that the action was precipitate 
in that a policy had been adopted without 
first sounding out the consignors. 

As it turned out, however, no one need 
have worried; even Humphrey Finney. 
searching for an appropriate adjective. 
termed the 5-night sale “extraordinary.” 
Finney never had seen such “selectivity” 
on the part of buyers, who were willing 
to go to “any heights” when they wanted 
something and at the other extreme were 
equally tight-fisted when a yearling didn’t 
strike their fancy. 

The young new team of Dance and John 
Finney for the most part worked exceed- 


ingly well. Finney occasionally talked too 
much, but this may have been due, in part, 
to the presence at ringside of Miss Louise 
Groves, an attractive young lady from 
Newport. R. I., whom he intends to marry 
on September 26. 


Fenton Farm, of Mr. and Mrs. Kenneth 
Edwards, sold 5 yearlings for an average 
of $10,360. The farm’s War Admiral filly. 
on which we had remarked before (issue 
of July 11). sold for $25,500. Mrs. Ed- 
wards, an intense young woman who takes 
her job seriously, already was looking 
ahead to next year. “We’ve got to get 
some more publicity for the Saratoga 
sales.” she said. Mr. Edwards, a 
tall, athletic man, bought his first brood- 
mares in 1954, and from that moment he 
spent less and less time with the Alken- 
Murray Corporation, a chemical engineer- 
ing firm which he and his father founded 
in New York City. 

Dr. D. L. Proctor, of Fair Trial Farm. 
had sold yearlings at Saratoga with his 
father, but the 4 head he sold this year 
were the first offerings in his own be- 
half. He averaged $4,025. . . Jack Delaney, 
now horseless, attended the sales “just to 
see my old friends.” He recently returned 
from Europe, now plans an extended trip 
through the West... . Mrs. F. Wallis Arm- 
strong Jr., of Meadowview Farms, Moores- 
town, N. J., is planning a trip to Europe. 
... The fire which destroyed a commercial 
feed barn on Friday night was the estab- 
lishment’s fifth fire. The last 2 fires were 
in 1951 and 1953, according to the Sara- 
toga newspaper, which couldn’t remember 
the dates of the 2 previous fires. . . . John 
A. Bell III always puts well prepared 
yearlings into the sale ring, and many a 
bargain has been taken from his consign- 
ments. A sign above his barn this year 
said, “Jonabell has sold for $287,600 
horses that have won $1,725,723.” 

Humphrey Finney interrupted a selling 
session to present a gold watch to Isiah 
Childress, who has been grooming horses 
at Nydrie Stud since it was founded more 
than 30 years ago. This was Childress’ 
25th year at Saratoga, and Finney’s pres- 
entation was in “tribute to the men who 
work on the farms and raise the horses 
we make our money from... .” ; 

The Kentucky Club Tobacco Company, 
which gives a 2-year-old each year to the 
person who submits the best name, spent 
$25.500 for a Hill Prince—*Dida colt, 
consigned by Jonabell Farm, agent for 
Mrs. John W. Hanes. .. . Mr. and Mrs. 
Eddie Arcaro were regularly at ringside. 
... Ralph C. Wilson bought 2 horses for 
$63.000. and he was among the contending 
bidders on several other high-priced ani- 
mals. He is a Detroit insurance man.

What may 
be lacking in historical background 
has been made up by an alert, ima- 
ginative management that has pro- 
vided modern conveniences and a 
rich varied stakes program. 


Pictured above is a 700 acre racing 
plant. Included are three tracks, 
a 1',-mile main track, a one-mile 
turf track, and a half-mile training 
track. The two main tracks are 
built on a generous basis; the main 
track is one of the four widest in 
the country and the turf track has 
a minimum width of 100 feet. 


Turf racing at this track has al- 
ways played an important role in 
its racing program.

2-year-old season in New Jersey and California, and this week Jor AGRELLA and Pat 
O'BRIEN followed suit in Chicago and New York. 


NEW YORK 


Tompion and Irish Day 


New York. In the NYRA’s racing sec- 
retary’s office there are 4 large containers 
holding 8-by-6 index cards on which are 
pasted the past performances of the 2,000- 
odd horses competing in the area. It is 
very much a coincidence that 2 of the best 
2-year-olds —a filly and a colt — seen 
here this season stand side by side in 
the box, Irish Jay’s card being the one 
directly in front of Irish Lancer’s. 


In deference to fillies. a glance at the 
youngsters of this sex comes first. At 
present 4 fillies, a pair from Wheatley 
Stable and a pair from Capt. Harry F. 
Cuggenheim’s Cain Hoy Stable, stand out 
in this division in the East. and Irish Jay 
has the best record of the 4. Undefeated 
in 4 races, she has shown speed and 
class. Until she is beaten she must remain 
at the top of the list. 

Windfield Farm’s Natalma finished 
three-quarters of a length ahead of the 
Wheatley home-bred in the Spinaway 
Stakes, but Natalma was disqualified and 
Irish Jay’s record remained intact. The 
6-furlong Saratoga event was, however. 
Irish Jay’s poorest race, and, while it 
can’t be completely thrown out, it can be 
put off in a corner and ignored for a 
while. 

Irish Jay. a pert, bay daughter of 
Double Jay—Irish Witch, by Bold Irish- 
man, came to the races first on May 18. 
winning by 15 lengths in track-record 
time of :58 for 5 furlongs. Then there 
was by a 6-length score in the Fashion 
Stakes over the same track. Here she 
went by as fast a filly as Rose of Serro 
as though the B. A. Dario miss was tied 
down. Class was especially evident in her 
third start, in Saratoga’s Schuylerville 
Stakes. Running on a deep, pulling track 
and without a race in more than 2 months, 
Irish Jay wore down and out-gamed Heav- 
enly Body in the stretch to win by three- 
quarters of a length in 1:06 for 5% 
furlongs. 

The hard race may have taken a bit 
oi an edge off Irish Jay for she did not 
run back as well in her next start, the 
Spinaway. but she made the winner’s 
circle and that is what counts. Her rider. 
Eddie Arcaro, was of the opinion that 
Irish Jay “never got with it” until the 
last sixteenth. Her odd gait while warm- 
ing up remains, but once she starts run- 
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ning there doesn’t seem to be anything 
hurting her. 


The other Wheatley filly is Warlike. 
not yet a stakes winner but only a head 
back of Irish Jay in the Spinaway. This 
bay daughter of *Nasrullah—Antagonism, 
by Eight Thirty, has shown steady im- 
provement in being in the money in all 
her starts. While she finished ahead of 
Make Sail in the Spinaway, and got a 
good bumping to boot, Warlike still must 
Le placed fourth of the first quartet. 

This leaves Guggenheim in the pleasant 
quandry of trying to find out which is 
the better of his 2 home-bred _ fillies, 
Heavenly Body or Make Sail. They raced 
against each other, with Heavenly Body 
finishing ahead of Make Sail. The same 
thing happened when the 2 fillies worked 
together. But doubt still remains as to 
which will be the better in the long run. 

Heavenly Body, a dark bay daughter of 
Dark Star—*Dangerous Dame, by *Nas- 
rullah, does not have quite as good a 
record in the East as her stablemate, but 
in 2 Chicago efforts she won the Princess 
Pat and finished third in the Arlington 
Lessie. Her first start was very impres- 
sive, winning by 15 lengths. and she lost 
no prestige with a game second to Irish 
Jay in the Schuylerville. 

Make Sail, by *Ambiorix—Anchors 
Aweigh, by Devil Diver, won the second 
division of the Schuylerville in time just 
a fifth of a second slower than Irish 
Jay’s. When she c2zme back in the Spin- 
away to finish fifth, the feeling here was 
that her strong effort over the tiring track 
took a bit too much out of her for her 
next effort. 

There are others contending for the top 
spot, and of these Greentree Stable’s 
Twinkle Twinkle seems the logical 
choice. The chestnut daughter of Tom 
Fool—* Moon Star II. by Hyperion, has 
heen out twice, but her reputation was 
such that overnight pricemakers made 
her second choice to Irish Jay in the 
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Spinaway. An overnight rain caused the 
scratch of Twinkle Twinkle, but one im- 
pressive win by 9 lengths in 1:12%% re- 
mains in memory, as does her fourth- 
place finish after walking away from the 
gate last in her debut. Others which may 
be back to haunt the present leaders are 
Ralph Lowe’s Native Dancer filly Taboo 
and Christiana Stable’s Undulation. For a 
real dark horse at a distance: Ogden 
Phipps’ Sarcastic. 


The Colts 


Of the colts, the best seems to be C. V. 
Whitney’s Tompion, now that the distances 
are stretching out. The big bay ran a 
strong race in winning the Hopeful at 
Saratoga for his first stakes score, making 
up more than 8 lengths in the last three- 
sixteenths of a mile to beat Vital Force. 
The long-striding colt still runs a_ bit 
green behind horses, but once in the clear 
he wears the leaders down with a quick 
rush. 


Tompion should be considered a West 
Coast colt, since he ran his first 6 races 
in California, but when the C. V. Whitney 
stable came East for the Saratoga meeting 
he became an adopted son. In 3 races over 
the Saratoga course he met the _ best 
and was never worse than second. In the 
Sanford Stakes, at 6 furlongs, Tompion’s 
late rush earned him second place, a neck 
behind Greentree Stable’s Weatherwise, 
in 1:1224. Nine days later he was a nose 
back of Irish Lancer in the Saratoga 
Special, in 1:12, and then, of course, he 
turned them all back in the Hopeful. 

George Raible’s $32,000 yearling pur- 
chase. Irish Lancer, can’t be rated far 
behind Tompion. The *Royal Charger 
colt was holding Tompion safe in the 
Special, even though the winning margin 
was a nose. A big clumsy colt, Irish 
Lancer may get his feet a little better ar- 
ranged as he grows. Right now he has 
to have a dry track to keep from making 
mistakes with his stride. 

Irish Lancer, a full brother to Idun but 
much bigger and coarser than his shapely 
relative, is a very fast colt once he gets 
in stride. Always slow and cautious com- 
ing out of the gate, he picks his horses 
up quickly and kills them with speed. 
Prior to his poor showing over the wet but 
officially fast Hopeful track, Irish Lancer 
had racked up 4 straight wins. But in the 
Hopeful he never got with it, and was 
merely passing tired horses to get up as 
far as fourth in the race. 

Tinkham Veale II’s Vital Force was a 
whirlwind in his first 7 races, never being 
worse than second while winning the La- 
fayette. Tremont, Christiana, and Cherry 
Hill Stakes at 4 different race tracks. 
Then he started bearing out, since he 
wouldn’t switch leads going into the turn. 
This cost the gelded son of Degage the 
Sapling and Saratoga Special. In the 
Hopeful he never strayed an inch off the 
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The field for the Washington, D. C., International was increased to 2 last week 
with Mrs. Arpad Plesch’s acceptance of an invitation for Nagami (above), a top 
runner in England for the last 2 seasons. The New Zealand distance star 
Up and Coming was the first horse entered in the 1959 International. 


new aluminum rail, but seemed to pull 
himself up in the stretch when it appeared 
he couldn’t lose. 

Early fractions of :2215 and :45°5 over 
the new Saratoga course indicate a high 
turn of speed, and the colt, ably trained 
by Wilma Kennedy, will be right back in 
the 2-year-old picture. Jockey Paul Bailey 
phrased it well after the Hopeful: “He 
cheated himself out of the race. He’s 
never been that far in front of his field, 
and he didn’t know what to do so he just 
pulled up and we got nailed.”

Venetian Way and The Body 


Cuicaco. No 2-year-old standouts have 
appeared in Chicago thus far this season, 
but results of the Washington Park Fu- 
turity may help clarify the situation. The 
2-year-olds now fall out in something like 
this order:

Venetian Way (Sunny Blue Farm). 
T. V. Lark (C. R. McCoy). 
Bally Ache (Edgehill Farm).

Venetian Way is a son of the young 
stallion Royal Coinage. by Eight Thirty. 
by Pilate. Venetian Way is out of 
Firefly. whose sire, Papa Redbird. won the 
Arlington Classic when that race was 
run at 114 miles. 

Venetian Way won a 3-furlong sprint in 
his debut at Hialeah Park last winter. 
leading from end to end, but the stable 
lately has been running him from behind. 
In the Arlington Futurity he drew post 
position No. 19. Forced to circle most of 
his field, he made a determined move in 
the stretch but could finish no better than 
fifth. He had closed the same ‘way in a 
conditioner for the Futurity, winding up 
a good second to Farm to Market. 

Trainer Vic Sovinski insisted he had the 
best 2-year-old on the grounds, and Ve- 
netian Way proved it with an impres- 
sive 4-length decision in the Prairie State. 
“We'll win the Washington Park Fu- 
turity now,” Sovinski said confidently. 
Prompting the pace of Fred W. Hooper’s 
fast-starting Winonly, Venetian Way 
closed fast to make up a 4-length deficit 
after a half-mile and won easily by 4 
lengths over the slow track. The Prairie 
State. which had drawn about every 
healthy good 2-year-old on the grounds 
except Bally Ache, was a rather roughly 
run race. Evreux was bothered by Stephen, 


and both T. V. Lark and Farm to Market 
were squeezed back at the start and elim- 
inated. Winonly was second, Lurullah 
third. 

T. V. Lark, taken for $10,000 from the 
Del Mar yearling sales, came to Arlington 
Park unheralded. In 4 stakes at Hollywood 
Park his best effort was a rather distant 
second in the Haggin. What threw every- 
one off was his poor effort in the Holly- 
wood Juvenile Championship, his last 
start before the Arlington Futurity. 

“He didn’t run his race, didn’t have any 
room.” said trainer Paul Miller of T. V. 
Lark’s trip in the Juvenile, in which he 
was 31-1. He was 33-1 in the Arlington 
Futurity. but he won by a neck over Bally 
Ache. There were 20 horses in the race, 
and although the pictures said it was a 
cleanly run race. there were some dissent- 
ers. Steve Brooks. who rode the filly Mon- 
archy. said. “Never had a chance. My filly 
had a rough time from the break.” 

One of the most consistent 2-year-olds 
in training is Bally Ache, which began 
racing in Florida. When he showed up at 
Arlington for the Futurity, it was the 
seventh track on which he had raced. With 
6 victories in 9 starts he was the logical 
favorite at 2-1. In mid-stretch he held a 
114-length lead, but he could not hold 
off T. V. Lark’s closing challenge on the 
outside. For my money. Bally Ache is not 
meant to be a classic horse. T. V. Lark 
should go farther. but how far is a guess. 


The Fillies 
Heavenly Body. by Dark Star, made 2 


excursions to Chicago. and the second was 
more profitable than the first. In her 
initial venture she was third in the Lassie 
Stakes. and later she scored a decisive tri- 
umph in the Princess Pat. After the 
Lassie, jockey John Sellers said Heavenly 
Body had not been sure of her footing 
the first furlong or so. Showers had 
dampened the track. Heavenly Body 
finally got a 2-length lead turning for 
home. but she could not quite hold off 
Monarchy and My Dear Girl. 

Jockey Manuel Ycaza, who had been 
serving a 10-day suspension at the time 
of the Lassie. was up aboard Heavenly 
Body in the Princess Pat. Circumstances 
dictated that Heavenly Body come from 
behind in the Princess Pat. She was 
squeezed back at the start, or as Ycaza 
explained it later, “They make me like a 
sandwich, and I have to snatch up and 
wait my chance.” Miss Verdis Havard’s 
Pierpontella sped the quarter in :22, the 
half in :4444, and at this point Heavenly 
Body was more than 6 lengths back in 
seventh place. Ycaza was able to cut 
the stretch turn sharply, closing resolutely 
on the rail. Heavenly Body caught her 
rival inside the sixteenth-pole and won 
going away by almost 2 lengths. Rash 
Statement got third, 2 lengths back of 
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Pierpontella, and Monarchy, forced to 
race wide all the way, wound up eighth. 


Of Monarchy, full sister to Round Table, 
owner A. B. (Bull) Hancock Jr. says: 
“She’s an inch and a half taller than 
Round Table was at this comparable 
time. She’s not as thick, but a little wider 
at the withers.” 


Monarchy was a 314-length winner in 
her opening race at Keeneland, a maiden 
affair. She won in the slop at Belmont. 
then failed in 2 other races there. Before 
the Arlington, Monarchy showed she 
liked the race track by working half a 
mile in :467%5 handily, and 5 days later 
she trounced a good field, scoring by 314 
lengths in 1:04 for 514 furlongs. Her next 
start was in the Arlington Lassie. This 
brought together the best fillies on the 
grounds, plus Cain Hoy Stable’s pair of 
Heavenly Body and Make Sail from New 
York. 


After a hard drive Monarchy beat My 
Dear Girl by a neck, with another neck 
separating My Dear Girl and Heavenly 
Body. Make Sail was a close fourth. Mon- 
archy’s next start was in the Arlington 
Futurity, and one must throw that race 
out. 

The Florida-bred My Dear Girl, by 
Rough’n Tumble, launched her debut in- 
auspiciously at Hialeah on February 19. 
Six days later, she notched a 2-length 
decision in the Florida Breeders’ Stakes. 
She made only one other start before the 
Arlington Lassie. At Washington Park in 
early June she set a 514-furlong track 
record of 1:0315 while scoring by 5 
lengths. After battling for the lead with 
Heavenly Body for the first quarter-mile of 
the Lassie, My Dear Girl went slightly 
wide on the stretch bend. She seemed to 
hang momentarily, then came again with 
a wonderful display of courage. Later it 
was discovered she had bucked in both 
shins.

Latonia's First Struggle 


In January, 1956, the late Harry Reid 
Jr., Lexington race horse owner and pro- 
moter, announced plans to build a $3.- 
000,000 race track about 12 miles from 
Cincinnati. Reid. who chose the name La- 
tenia in honor of northern Kentucky’s first 
major track, planned a_ plant which 
would accommodate 12.000 persons. He 
figured that a track in the Cincinnati 
area “should average $400,000 a day” in 
pari-mutuel handle. 

By the fall of 1956 Reid was out of the 
picture, and the Kentucky Jockey Club. 
headed by Matt Winn Williamson, of 
Louisville, was organized. Williamson’s 
estimate of the cost was $5,000.000, and 
he predicted that Latonia would be “com- 
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pletely ready” by the end of August, 1957. 
On November 5, 1956, he turned the first 
shovel of dirt at the site, about a mile 
frcm Florence, Ky., and about 12 miles 
from Cincinnati. 


In January, 1957, the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission granted Latonia a 37- 
day race meeting, opening late in August. 
By early May track officials admitted that 
the track would not be ready. “Rather 
than try to open before we were finished,” 
Williamson said, “we decided to wait until 
1958, when we will be completely ready.” 


Again Latonia was granted dates, and 
again, in late spring, came the announce- 
ment that it would not be possible to hold 
a meeting. The problem was a shortage 
of monev. Officers and. directors of the 
track had put up a substantial sum. but 
the sale of stock to the public. which had 
been counted upon to provide the balance. 
was delayed by the Securities and Ex- 


change Commission, which was not satis-— 


fied with the first financial report filed by 
the track. This hurdle finally was cleared. 
and in November, 1958, heavy construc- 
tion began. 

This year the Kentucky commission 
gave Latonia a 37-day meeting opening 
August 27, and the track officials were 
told that this was the last time that dates 
would be reserved for them. 

Because of wet and cold weather, build- 
ing progressed slowly during the winter 
months. In the interests of speed and 
economy, several features were abandoned. 
Escalators, a grandstand restaurant, a 
grandstand lounge. and 1.200 seats were 
eliminated. All of these would be added 
before the 1960 meeting, Williamson said. 


The builders barely made it. The track 
was not opened to horses until 10 days 
before the meeting began. and the racing 
surface was not in shape for workouts 
until less than a week before the opening. 

On Thursday, August 27, the track 
opened. A crowd of 11.117. one of the 
largest week-day counts in the history of 
Kentucky racing. was out to watch the 
revived Quickstep Handicap and 8 other 
races. However, a potentially dangerous 
sign already was out, although no track 
official would admit it. Betting totaled 
only $352,488, an average of $31.70 per 
person. There were many “lookers” on 
opening day, but after 4 days of racing 
the per capita wagering was up only to 
$35.90. General manager Horace Wade, 
after the first day’s racing, said, “The 
public response was gratifying.” 

On the second day, attendance fell to 
3.202, betting to $134,089. On the third 
day, Saturday. August 29, the figures 
were 7,338 and $290.722, and on the 
fourth day, August 31, 3,225 persons bet 
enly $116.636. Tuesday. September 1, 
wasn’t much better, with 3,084 betting 
$125,232. During the first 5 days attend- 
ance averaged 5,593 and betting averaged 
$203,833. The attendance figure was sat- 


isfactory, but the betting average was 
about $75,000 a day less than had been 
hoped for. 

Reasons for the drastic decline in at- 
tendance and betting after the first day 
could be divided about equally between 
(1) defects in the racing plant and (2) 
defects in the racing itself. 

Considering the rush with which La- 
tonia was built, shortcomings were few, 
but they appeared serious enough to limit 
attendance until remedied. 

One of the principal advantages of the 
stand is that it was built up instead of out, 
with the club house on top. This gave all 
patrons an excellent view of the finish. 
But the stand was 5 stories high, and 
there were an exceptional number of 
steps. Those unwilling to climb had to 
stand; there were no benches or seats on 
the ground level. 


Good Seats, Good View 


Seats in both the grandstand and club 
house are of the bucket type, much more 
comfortable than the conventional slat 
seat usually found at race tracks and ball 
parks, but in the grandstand there are far 
too few of them. There were about 2,300 
unreserved grandstand seats on opening 
day, and these were filled long before 
the racing program started. 

No track expects to seat all of its cus- 
tomers in the grandstand, but at Latonia 
there was no other place for general-ad- 
mission patrons to sit. There were no 
benches in front or behind the stand, and 
there were no restaurants. On opening 
day, there were about 5,000 persons who 
never sat down from the time they arrived 
until they left the track. 

The lack of eating facilities on opening 
day was acute. The only public restaurant 
is in the club house, and all tables there 
were reserved. Many of those who went 
to the track early to eat lunch before the 
races either went hungry or fought their 
way to sandwich stands, none of which 
had coffee. 

Once some of the wrinkles have been 
ironed out, Latonia will be an attractive 
racing plant. The view is excellent from 
all points, the seats are comfortable, the 
aisles and concourses are wide, the betting 
areas are spacious, and the grandstand 
has a spacious concourse overlooking an 
attractive outdoor walking ring at one end 
of the stand. 


Shortage of Horses 


The defects in racing during the first 
week were caused by a severe shortage of 
borses. For each of his first 5 programs, 
racing secretary F. G. (Pat) Farrell 
worked until mid-afternoon to fill the next 
day’s program. Although the track’s con- 
dition book called for 9 races daily, only 
on the first day could 9 be filled. Even 
with 8 races, there were many 5- and 6- 
horse fields. 
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On opening day only 370 horses were 
on the grounds. By August 31. another 
50 had arrived. and Farrell predicted that 
almost all of the track’s 640 stalls would 
be filled by September 7. Most of the 
horses had come from Randall Park in 
Cleveland and Hazel Park in Detroit. 
Farrell expected to get another 25 from 
Cleveland this week, about 25 from 
Chicago, and 60 from Omaha and Lincoln. 


All of the stalls had been alloted before 
the meeting opened. but it was rumored 
in Chicago and Detroit in mid-August that 
the track would not open on schedule. 
Several horsemen apparently canceled 
plans to ship to Latonia, deciding to 
watch response from other owners and 
trainers. 

Minimum purse at Latonia is $2,000. 
The first condition book called for 4 
races a day at the minimum, with purses 
for allowance horses ranging up to $3,500. 
The better races, with the exception of 
opening day, failed to fill. On the second 
day only 2 of the 9 races in the book 
filled. and Farrell needed 6. substitute 
races to complete the card. 


Nine stakes were scheduled during the 
37-day meeting. The opening-day feature. 
the $10.000-added Quickstep Handicap. 
drew a good field of sprinters, including 
Mr. Fantastic, Coltrane, Larrikin, Cuvier 
Boy. and Prince Gala. Two days later the 
Enquirer Handicap had a weak field of 5. 
and was won by the good claimer Some 
Ciassic. 


The Barns 


Latonia’s barns are “almost complete- 
ly fireproof,” as the track has advertised. 
They are concrete, with a metal roof 
set flat on top of the concrete stalls. 
There is no ventilation, and the stalls re- 
semble small ovens after a day of sun. 
The tack rooms and sleeping rooms for 
grooms, also of concrete, are located be- 
tween the barns. and they also are hot. 
due to the low roof and small windows. 

The shed rows and the areas between 
the barns are deep with sand. A heavy 
rain will make a mess. 

After almost a week of racing William- 
son remained optimistic. “We knew _ it 
might be a little slow at first.” he said. 
“Monmouth Park only handled $160,000 
the second day they operated, and people 
said they would never make it. We will 
pick up as the meeting goes along, and 
next year the new highways in the area 
will improve business a great deal.” 

Unless business improves a great deal 
or purses are cut. the chances for a 
profitable meeting this season at Latonia 
are slim. If improvements are made. 
if more horses can be lured to Latonia, 
and if River Downs gives up its threat 
to lease its facilities for a competitive 
meeting, the picture could be much 
brighter next year.

C. V. Whitney’s Tompion was a handy winner in 
his first 2 starts at Hollywood Park in May. In 
his third race, the Westchester Stakes on June 
14, Tompion left the gate as a 3-4 favorite and 
never got close, being beaten about 10 lengths. He 
began slowly again in the Haggin Stakes 2 weeks 
later, but this time he made up ground to finish 
third, 44% lengths behind Psyche’s First. 

Tompion ran his best race at Hollywood Park in 
the Hollywood Juvenile Championship on July 18. 
He was last in the 15-horse field after a quarter- 
mile, 14th after a half-mile, but in the final quar- 
ter he made up about 15 lengths to finish a close 
to Noble Noor. In his first start in the 
East he came from eighth at the top of the stretch 
to finish a neck behind Weatherwise in the Sanford 
Stakes. He was even closer in the Saratoga Special, 
his stretch run missing Irish Lancer by a nose.

First start at 6%4 furlongs for Whitney’s colt was 
the Hopeful Stakes, for which he was a 3-2 favorite. 
Much closer to the pace than in any of his 5 pre- 
vious stakes—he never was more than 6 lengths 
back—he began closing on Vital Force and All 
Hands at the top of the stretch. He passed All 
Hands before reaching the sixteenth-pole, and 
caught Vital Force about 100 yards from the fin- 
ish to win by 1% lengths, going away. 

Time for the 6% furlongs was 1:17%, fastest 
Hopeful since 1946, when Blue Border ran the 
distance in 1:17.

Demobilize sprinted to an early lead in the 
American Derby, and after a half-mile in :46% 
he was 4 lengths in front of Waltz, the even-money 
favorite, and 13 in front of Dunce, running last in 
the 7-horse field. Demobilize maintained a comfort- 
able margin around the turn, but Dunce, gaining 
with every stride, passed Waltz before turning for 
home, and at the three-sixteenths-pole he challenged 
the leader. Demobilize hung on for a few strides, 
but Dunce drew away under a hand-ride to win by 
3% lengths. Third choice, he paid $8.60. 

Dunce thus completed a sweep of the 2 biggest 
3-year-old races in Chicago, having already upset 
intentionally and On-and-On in the one-mile Ar- 
lington Classic on July 25. Earlier this year he 
was second in the Blue Grass Stakes and third 
in the Preakness. 

Tom Fool, which stands at Greentree Farm, Lex- 
ington, has 2 other stakes winners this year, in- 
cluding Tompion, winner of the Hopeful Stakes 
at Saratoga the same afternoon. Ghazni has _pro- 
duced 8 other winners, including the stakes win- 
ners Ace Destroyer and Ghan Fleet.

Hasty House Farms will ship wherever the 
conditions seem to give them an edge, and on 
Saturday, August 29, the stable had horses racing 
on 3 fronts, at Arlington Park, Randall Park, and 
Fort Erie. At Arlington, Hasty House contributed 
to the supporting features, but both at Randall 
and Fort Erie its entries ran 2-3 in stakes. 


The attraction in Canada was the $25,000-added 
Niagara Handicap, and in view of the competition 
—only *Grey Monarch seemed formidable—top 
weight of 125 pounds for *Mahan and 116 pounds 
for *Martini II did not seem out of line. The 
Canadians, loyal to the home-town colt, sent the 
entry away as second choice, and the 3 finished 
in the order of preference. 

*Mahan ran down the pace-making War Eagle 
entering the backstretch, and for better than a 
half-mile he clung to a rather precarious lead. 
*Grey Monarch, which had been saved about 3 
lengths off the lead for the better part of 6 
furlongs, threw down his challenge on the stretch 
turn, and in the last furlong he got his head in 
front. *Mahan hung on tenaciously, beating his 
late-closing running mate by more than 3 lengths. 

*Grey Monarch, bought for E. P. Taylor at 
Newmarket in 1955 for 1,050 guineas, won the 
Saratoga Special at 2 and was given 113 pounds 
in the Experimental Free Handicap. Last year he 
won the Jockey Club Cup Handicap and placed 
in 8 major stakes in the U. S., getting 116 pounds 
in the Blood-Horse Handicap of 3-year-olds. This 
year before the Niagara, he had won the Eclipse 
Stakes, and he had been second in the King Ed- 
ward Gold Cup, Dominion Day, and Saratoga 
Handicaps, third in the Excelsior Handicap.

The Del Mar Derby, a handicap, drew a field of 
ll, headed by King Ara, an easy winner of the 
La Jolla Handicap in his last previous race. On 
the eve of the Derby, Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
Crosby sold the *King’s Abbey gelding to the 
Desilu Stable of Desi Arnaz for a reported $55,000. 
King Ara made the first payment on his purchase 
price, but it was not quite as substantial as Arnaz 
had hoped. The lightly weighted Mr. Eiffel took 
first money. 

King Ara, favored, set the pace. Mr. Eiffel, tenth 
down the backstretch, began to move up at the 
far turn. He caught all but King Ara and Chevalate 
before the eighth-pole. King Ara hung on until the 
sixteenth-pole, but then Mr. Eiffel drew out to 
win handily. 

Foaled January 6, 1956, at Bernie Anderson’s 
ranch, Loleta, Calif., Mr. Eiffel was sold to the 
late P. A. Klipstein for $4,500 at the 1957 Del 
Mar sales. The gelding began racing for Mr. and 
Mrs. R. P. Taylor, and after 6 starts in their 
colors he was claimed for $7,500, on July 22, 
1958, by W. E. Britt. He won 3 straight races for 
Britt, who lost him to V. H. Winchell Jr. for 
$10,000 on August 27, 1958. 

Winchell had to wait longer for his profit than 


had any previous owner. The gelding did not race 
again until June 10, 1959. Before the Derby he 
had won once and finished third in the La Jolla. 

Mr. Eiffel is the fifth stakes winner, the first 
this year, for Eiffel Tower, which stands at Ander- 
son’s ranch.

Mrs. Ada L. Rice’s hard-working and consistent 
gelding Talent Show, out of the money only once 
in 15 previous races this year, was a 6-to-5 favorite 
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to win the Boardwalk Handicap. The 3-year-old 
Scotland, winner of the 1;s-mile Choice Stakes 
at Monmouth Park on August 5, was second choice 
at 9 to 5. 

With the other runners carefully pacing them- 
selves, Pineapple opened a lead of 8 lengths in the 
first quarter. He began falling back early in the 
backstretch, and at the far turn he was overcome 
by Talent Show and Scotland. Scotland got the 
call by a head at the eighth-pole, but the favorite 
came on again to win by a neck in 1:4236, two- 
fifths of a second slower than the track record. 

The Boardwalk was the third stakes victory this 
year for Talent Show. He previously had won 
the Laurel Maturity and Valley Forge Handicaps, 
had been second in a division of the Royal Poin- 
ciana and in the Magic City and Suburban Handi- 
caps, third in the John B. Campbell, Camden, 
Metropolitan, Salvator Mile, and Monmouth Handi- 
caps.

Cross Channel's success depends chiefly on how 
far he is allowed to run. His first try at a genuine 
route was the 15¢-mile Pimlico Cup, on December 
13, 1958, and he won by 7 lengths from Civet and 
4 others. In American racing, opportunities at 14% 
miles are few, and Cross Channel’s next chance 
came almost 8 months later, in the 134-mile 
Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handicap. 

Barroco set the pace, but Cross Channel, never 
more than a half-length off Barroco’s pace, took 
the lead after 6 furlongs and won unchallenged by 
5% lengths. A slight favorite, he paid $6.60. 

The time on a sloppy track was 2:56, a second 
slower than the track record set by Reigh Count 
in 1928 and the fastest 154 miles at Saratoga 
since 1938, when War Admiral ran the distance 
in 2:554%. Cross Channel had a remarkably even 
pace. The first 4 quarters each were run in :25, 
the fifth in :25%, the sixth in :24%, and the 
seventh in :26.

Bred by Alfred Soldano, Official Seal raced 3 
times last winter in Florida for the Jay Kay 
Stable, then was sold privately to Mrs. Harry L. 
Nathenson, for whom he had won twice in 6 starts 
before the Abraham Lincoln. The colt had run 
twice for a claiming price, starting for $10,000 at 
Gulfstream Park and for $15,000 at Arlington Park 
on July 15.

ATBA Names Nuckols 


Charles Nuckols, of Hurstland Farm, 
Midway. Ky., was elected to the board 
of trustees of the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Association, replacing the late 
Henry H. Knight, at the ATBA’s annual 
meeting last month at Saratoga. All other 
officers and trustees were re-elected. 

The full text of president A. B. Han- 
cock Jr.'s annual report to the member. 
ship: 


The activities of the American Thoroughbred 
Breeders Asscciation, Inc., have continued during 
the past 12 months approximately as in previous 
years. The association has contributed financially 
to stallion sterility research; has continued the 
publication cf the American Race Horse series; has 
rendered secretarial service to the Stud Managers 
Course; has continued its association with the Na- 
tional Live Stock Tax Committee; has engaged 
in public relations work with school libraries and 
school children interested in horses; has furnished 
guidance for foreign visitors to central Kentucky 
breeding farms; has continued publication of the 
monthly stakes calendar; has assisted The Jockey 
Club in arranging meetings at Lexington for breed- 
ers; has tried to assist horsemen with taxation 
problems by supplying copies of the Tax Primer 
and by referring them to competent professional 
help; and otherwise has tried to be as useful as 
possible to the breeding and racing industries. 

The present membership of the association stands 
at 183. During the past year the following 6 mem- 
bers have died: Alfred H. Morris, Breckenridge 
Long, R. W. Mellvain, H. H. Knight, Ralph 
Beaver Strassburger, and Joe W. Brown. There 
have been 2 resignations from persons no longer 
active in racing and breeding. They are: D. S. 
Jeppson and Eugene Constantin Jr. Four new 
members have been added. They are: George L. 
Bachner, Conn Smythe, Robert L. Green, and 
Carlos Gomez. 


In response to suggestions made by members at 
the 1958 annual meeting, the association has con- 
tinued the publication of the American Race Horses 
series and has altered it in accordance with wishes 
expressed by the members. The edition, covering 
the racing of 1958, is expected to be ready in the 
near future. The 1958 edition will return to the 
publication’s old size, approximately 9 x 12 inches. 
It will include an extremely useful and detailed 
sire list compiled by Mr. Estes, and it also will 
include the broodmare sire list which previously 
has been included in the annual Statistical Sum- 
mary distributed to the association’s members. 
American Race Horses 1958 will take the place of 
the Statistical Summary, but it will not be dis- 
tributed free to the members. The book also will 
include The Blood-Horse Stakes Supplement. 

The association has on hand approximately 218 
copies of American Race Horses 1956. It is antici- 
pated that there will be a steady sale for these 
books. On hand also are approximately 2,500 copies 
of American Race Horses 1957 from the original 
printing of 4,000 copies. There will be a continuing 
sale of this edition also, but a considerable  sur- 
plus probably will remain on hand. Some 200 copie: 
of the 1957 edition were sold to public school li- 
braries for $1 a copy as a means of inducing the 
libraries to include a racing publication on their 
shelves. Other copies of the 1957 edition have been 
distributed among school children who wrote to 
the association for information about horses. Abou! 
125 copies of Introduction to the Thoroughbred 
Horse have been mailed to school children along 
with postcards and other information made _avail- 
able to the association by breeding farms. 

The sale of A Horsemen’s Tax Primer continued, 


The. Blood-Horse 
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though perhaps a revision should be considered. 
The book originally was written in 1953. 

Members are encouraged to make suggestions to 
the president and other officers of the association 
as to activities which the association might engage 
in to be useful to Thoroughbred racing and 
breeding. 


Secretary Gayle A. Mohney read to the 
membership a letter from Dr. Robert E. 
Bardwell, Lexington veterinarian, who said 
that drug manufacturers would be willing 
to undertake research in the field of nu- 
trition if there was sufficient interest 
among breeders. Said Bardwell: 


The evidence that has been gathered during the 
past 10 years would indicate that much can be 
done to help breeders increase their foal produc- 
tion and raise sounder animals. Work has been 
done and submitted to major drug companies. The 
amount of additional work required before a na- 
tional product is available . . . will vary between 
$200,000 and $500,000, with the full co-operation 
of the breeders. 


At the present time, there is sufficient interest 
in reputable drug manufacturers to expand this 
amount of money. The one great block in the 
way . . . is: What are the probable sales to the 
breeding industry? 

Is there any way that this association could 
make an accurate survey to determine the volume 
of sales in the field? If this could be done, the 
drug companies will make the necessary funds 
available to develop some real nutritional tools, to 
investigate the application of gamma globulin in 
the field of virus abortion, and a better approach 
to geriatrics than has heretofore been possible. 


Several of those present at the meeting 
expressed their interest in nutrition and 


indicated that they would be interested in 
any research conducted in the field. Ac- 
tion on the letter was delayed for further 
consideration. 

It was explained to the membership 
that publication of American Race Horses 
1958 has been delayed chiefly by the 
complexities involved in accumulating 
and assembling for the first time such 
extensive sire data. Benefiting from this 
year’s experiences, the editors will be 
able to produce next year’s volume at an 
earlier date. 


Plan of Action 


Clarkson Beard, addressing an annual 
meeting of the Grayson Foundation at 
Saratoga, outlined a 4-point program for 
the improvement and expansion of the 
foundation: 

1. Improve the dissemination of infor- 
mation in trade journals. 

2. Promote research in areas in which 
the need is greatest. 

3. Co-operate with other research or- 
ganizations in co-ordinating projects and 
in making information available to prac- 
ticing veterinarians. 

4. Continue to seek additional financial 
support for the “larger research projects 
that require attention.” 

Beard, the foundation’s full-time work- 
ing president, reported that there had been 
a steady increase in receipts over the past

As financial backing is the backbone of our re- 
search program, I would like to review our efforts 
in this respect for the past year. There were 14 
association memberships totaling $49,113.00. Efforts 
to gain support of the TRA race tracks have not 
expanded as we should reasonably hope for. Indi- 
vidual memberships have remained about the same 
the past 2 years and total $19,335.00. In sending 
out a questionnaire to veterinarians, we asked that 
they join themselves or help obtain memberships 
for us. Very few responded in this respect. In 
talks with other breed and local associations, their 
finances are limited to support of research. Our 
most pressing need is to find a source of income 
upon which we can rely from year to year to allow 
us to institute an expanding program in research 
projects. 

For the year ending June, 1957, with several 
terminal grants involved, we had a deficit of 
$13.289.36. In 1958, our receipts totaled $67,302.62, 
expenditures $44,468.74, for a gain of $22,833.88. 
1959 receipts were $74,638.29, expenditures $51,- 
099.15 for a gain of $23,539.14. This is giving us 
some funds to expand our operations but not on any 
considerable scale. 

In talking with various groups and individuals 
there were 3 main points of criticism of the founda- 
tion, which are being corrected. Most important 
was a lack of knowledge of the work of the founda- 
tion. I feel this is a failure to get our story in the 
minds of those interested in the work we are doing. 
Secondly, many feel our research in virus abortion 
is too restricted and of value to only a small seg- 
ment of the industry. Third is a lack of a plan. 
My feeling is that this all shows that we must 
work for financial support and cannot expect to 
have this forthcoming simply because of the worth- 
iness of our cause. We must sound our horn loud 
and clear. 


In order to develop a basis for a program, the 
veterinary schools and the practicing veterinarians 
were asked to submit information on the present 
status and needs in equine research. 

There has been a large increase in the number 
of horses admitted to the large-animal clinics in 
the past 5 years, as much as double in some 
cases. Research has been limited by lack of holding 
facilities, limited funds, and lack of personnel 
interested in horse problems. 


The response of the practicing veterinarians was 
most gratifying and helpful in pointing out the 
needs for research in their practice. These followed 
a logical pattern and can be summarized as follows: 
breeding problems and virus abortion to the farm 
vets; unsoundness, influenza, and the condition of 
the “tied up” at the race track. All gave a high 
order of importance to nutrition, and other areas 
were parasites, general anesthesia, metabolism, and 
establishment of normals. Some of these can be 
helped, if not entirely solved, without research at 
the present time. For the main part, we will have 
to evolve a plan, within our financial resources and 
the facilities available, to take care of these needs 
as we are able. 


Along these lines, the work at the University 
of Kentucky was expanded last fall to include some 
parasite work and classification of diseases as 
presented in their post mortem room. This was 
done within the regular budget of $43,000.00. An 
additional budget of $17,000.00 has been approved 
on the condition that the University hire certain 
necessary personnel and expand their program in 
horses. Whereas this is still basically research in 
virus abortion, it is developing into a study of dis- 
eases, particularly viruses of the respiratory com- 
plex. 

The veterinary schools have been asked to submit 
limited preposals on phases of unsoundness and 
nutrition as it applies to these problems. These 
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should be received this fall, and there will be no 
authorization to proceed along these lines until 
the projects are reviewed by the advisory com- 
mittee. 


In conclusion, we are planning to improve our 
dissemination of information through the various 
breed and trade journals and by a wider distribu- 
tion of our bulletin. Organize a plan of research 
within our financial means and promote work in 
areas where the need is greatest. Through co- 
operation with other research groups, co-ordinate 
work now being done at several institutions and 
get this information in the hands of the practicing 
veterinarians where it can be put to use. Beyond 
this point, we will need more financial support 
before we can approach the larger research pro- 
jects that require attention.
